The statement sent 
out from Colorado was:

use his influence in their' behalf sim- 
ilarly lo ihe manner iu'wliich he ad- 
judicated the anthracite strike three 
years ago. He has givea the strikers uo 
.encouragement other than agreeing 
to receive a delegation from tlic pe- 
titioners.

changing snow caps at tho poles, as 
its winter and summer alternate, can 
be readily seen. A high power is not 
necessary for such 
observations. If

nifies 200 times it will be quite sat- 
isfaclow, wliile a power of ISO will 
sometmcs be- as high as the condition 
of' tho earth's .atmosphere will per- 
mit.From the most ancient times Mars 
has been 'called the 
"God of War." 


Ils symbol'- is -tlic shield and spear. 
Its color as seen with the unaided 
eye is'fiery red, and when nearest 
the earth'-'is a- most beautiful object. 
On May S -it'rises at 'tlic time of sun- 
set, and will be easily' recognized by 
ils brilliancy and' color. 
There arc 


more than 55.000,000 square mles of 
its surface, while the earth has IDi.- 
000,000, more than three and one-half 
times' as many as Mars. 


As that Planet is so much farther 


from the sun than is 'the earth, it re- 
ceives only .41 as much 
heat and 


light as tlic earth. 
The average an- 


nual-temperature ofv the earth's sur- 
face is about 50 degrees, so that on 
Mars it would 
be theoretically only 


.41 ot 50 degrees, or 20.5 degrees, 
nearly 12 below freezing.

are each nearly the same length as 
our year, the extremes 
of heat, and

"During six and one-half 
months, 


from May 22, 1S9-1, 917 drawings of 
the disk 'of Mars were made, and 57 
measures made 
of the 
snow caps. 


Recurring changes in the snow caps 
have been observed for the past 200 
years, and show the presence of an 
atmosphere and the vapor of water. 
These snow caps arc frinsed with a 
dark border or band which creeps 
.lions with the thawing edge as the 
summer season advances. 
The band 


was blue, the bluest on the rear or 
following edge. 
II was widest at: the 


Martian season when/ho melting of 
the snow and ice. was at the maxi- 
mum. 
There is only one substance 


kn.own to us which is white if solid 
and blue il liquid, and co-existent at 
2nd add 20 weather forecast 
the same time, and that is water. 


"The band , girdled' a polar sea. 


The polar sea was of different widths 
at different longitudes, expanding in- 
to two large bays at those points 
where the dark areas at the northern 
edge were widest 
in extent. 
Rifts 


made their 
appearance 
in the cap, 


spreading as 
the cap 
disintegrated. 


The larger rifts iiad same positions 
as those first seen in the cap at pre- 
vious season of Martian year, 1SJD2, 
and must be permanent markings of 
topography, showing 
a difference of 


level. 
For the first time on record 


lhe> south polar cap totally' disappear- 
ed October n, 189-1, the forty-second 
day after its summer solstice. 


"The wjjolc surface of Mars Is es- 


sentially Jlat. 
Visible 
changes take 


place from hour to hour, day by day. 
and .month by month. At the begin- 
ning of observations 
Ihe chief pe- 


culiarity Of the disk outside of the 
snow covered regions was the indefi- 
nite character of all the dark mark- 
ings in the south temperature zone. 
This imlefinitness was the more re- 
markable for being 
contrasted with 


the clear cut character of the coasr. 
of

equatorial 
regions. 
The 


brightest 
and

extensive blue 


green is in the June month of Mars;

is probable 
that

tremes of cold and heat tncre would 
cause rapid disintegration of all ele- 
vated areas, 
which 
would change 


that planet's surface into a vast prai- 
rie or marsh, and which might well 
be compared' to the northern part of 
Siberia and North America, 


The great Siberian, rivers rise in 


the mountains in the south and flmv 
in their, upper courses through foresls 
of tall trees. 
But before they reach 


the Arctic ocean they traverse, for 
hundreds of miles, a dreary and'ba'ro- 
ly habitable region' of frozen deserts 
and swamps—great desolate steppes 
called 
tundras.

wastes of'brown'-Arctico moss satu-- 
rated with 
water, 
and 
in winter 


trackless deserts 
of snow, drifted 


and packed by northern 
gales into

depth, but in summer thaws out for 
two or three feet. 


Desolate Aspect of Tundras. 


"W'rangel, 
in 
describing 
Siberia, 


says: ''Nothing can be more melan- 
choly than the aspect of the tundra.I 
where endless snows and ice covered 
rocks hound the horixon, nature lies 
shrouded in all but perpetual winter, 
and life is an unending struggle with' 
privation, and the terrors of cold and 
hunger; where the people, and even 
the snow, 
omit a constant 
smoke 


(vapor?), which at once freezes into 
millions of icy needles, which make 
a noise in the air like the cracklln- 
of thick silk." 


George Kcnnan says: "Underlying 


Hie great moss tundras which border 
the Lena river north of Yakutsk there 
is everywhere 
a thick 
stratum of 


eternal frost, beginning in winter at 
the surface of the earth and in the 
summer time a't a point, 
twenty iu 


thirty' inches below the'surfacc.'and 
extending to 
a depth of 500 to GOO 
feet." 


As .such a condition of .nature on 


the earth is not favorable for the de- 
velopment of the highest intelligence 
in man, it is hardly safe to credit 
the people of Mars, under similar 
conditions, with 
wonderful

plishments from our present knowl- 
edge of 
them. It may 
be possible 


that the canals of Mars are immense 
ravines, or canons, eaton deeply inio
